A prettygpot to visit and one not seen by 


.every tonrist, because not accessible by car- 
riage, is grystal Park. This is one of those 
elevated valleys perched up in the hilltops, 
that exist by tho score all about, and are 
called parks. Great numbers of them are 
practically unknown except to the pros- 
pector, because they are difficult to reach. 
Crystal Park is perhaps fifteen hundred feet 
or more above Manitou, and about a couple 
of miles distant in an air line, though the 
buiTos cover about five miles and occupy 
three hours in making the winding climb. 
It is an excellent trip to take for the pur- 
pose of studying burro nature and steadying 
your head, for the trail, while perfectly safe, 
is as varied and as steep as any that can be 
found. 


I have had, in years gone by, some little 


experience in moderately rough mountain 
climbing, but it counts for nothing in the 
Rockies. 
Going up is all well enough, but 


to sit in the saddle while the burro picks 
his way down a narrow trail as steep as the 
roof of Mr. Samuel Swain's house and look 
off downwards over a thousand feet of clear 
rock slope without a tree, not even a scrub 
bush, over a couple of feet high, to rest the 
eye upon, requires more than a few minutes 
to establish m your head the serenity of a 
vase on a mantlepiece.

tion of the dictionaries, but notwithstand- 
ing this, the correct pronunciation is the 
one least heard, boora, which I find univer- 
sally used by (hose acquainted with him in 
Mexico, whence he came to these regions, 
though originally from Spain. He averages 
somewhat smaller than the ordinary donkey 
except in ears and his voice, both of which 
are'bigger than he is. 
When the burro 


openp his mouth all other noises sink into 
oblivion, and when he tops off his song with 
that peculiar "a aonck, a honck"—a vocal 
effect that is produced by only two animals 
on earth, the burro and Sir Henry Irving; it 
is «nough to break up a religious meeting. 
The burro has b«en and is yet as important 
a factor in the Rocky Mountains as is the 
reindeer to the Laplander or the dog to the 
Esquimo. He built and for many years sus- 
tained Leadville, and has constructed all 
the mountain railroads. 
His capacity as a 


freight car seems only limited by man's 
ability to properly pack the load. He rides 
the giant billows of the mountains like the 
life boat rides those of the ocean, and is 
even harder to upset, but when it comes to 
a question of ice and snow, it makes no dif- 
ference what' kind of a bill Congress may 
pass, he vetoes it every time and threatens 
to call another session. He never gets out 
of wind, for like the philosopher that he is, 
he stops on a climb and gets his breath long 
before he loses it.

Btrang-e Expedition Going to Patagonia 


From Princeton College—Creatures They 
Are After Lived Afei Ago—Only Scien- 
tists In the Party. 


A monster hunting expedition has jnst 


been sent out by Princeton college. It is 
going to Patagonia, whore tharo are more 
remarkable creatures dead and alive than 
in any other part of the world. Tho mem- 
bers of the party expect to make notable 
additions to the specimens of prehistoric 


In Patagonia have b'eoifciug up remains 


of extinct birds whose leg bones were big- 
ger than those of a horse. These gigantic 
fowls were massively built, and probably 
weighed as much as 500 pounds when full 
grown. 
They had enormous heads, which 


in some instances measured nearly two 
feet from tho back of the skull to the tip 
of the huge beak. Undoubtedly they wore 
carnivorous, and, It is believed, waders, 
resembling herons in their habits. 
Thoy 


could not fly nt all. 


This strange country of Patagonia was 


the home of vast numbers of gigantic 
sloths, representing numerous species. 
Some of these queer animals were as big 
as two elephants, but extremely sluggish. 
They were very stupid, having nearly the 
smallest brain of any known mammals in 
proportion to their size. Their food was 
vegetables wholly, and it was a habit of 
theirs to pull up trees by the roots for the 
purpose of getting at tho foliage. For this 
purpose the monster would squat on Its 
haunohes, its massive hind legs and huge 
tail serving as a sort of tripnd, while It 
grasped the tree trunk with its forearms 
and dragged it out of tho ground. 


Not less strange than the sloths wore 


the colossal glyptodons—precursors of the 
modern armadillos. Though bearing some 
sort of resemblance to tortoises, thuy were 
mammals. They had skeletons on the 
outside of their bodies ns well as on the 
inside; in other words, they were olnd In 
an impenetrable armor of bone from nose 
to tall. This armor was solid, and not 
flexible like that of the armadillo. 
Full 


grown specimens attained a length of 10 
feet and a weight of over a ton. 


In those days there were multitudes of 


huge creatures in Patagonia, which re- 
sembled modern ant eaters, of the genus 
sloth and fully 12 foet long. 


Over the plains of Patagonia 100,000 


years ago roamed herds of animals related 
to the modern llamas, which are cousins 
to the camels of the old world. 
Some of 


them were far larger than any camel, as Is 
shown by bones that have been dug up. 
The whole country is full of the fossil re- 
mains of astonishing creatures, whose 
speoles have long since passod away. One 
object of the Princeton expedition is to ob- 
tain data that will throw light upon tho 
relation of the fauna of that region to the 
fauna of North America. It Is believed 
that many species of animals now Inhabit- 
ing the Dnited States—notably certain ro- 
dents, such as the gopher—originated in 
Patagonia and made their way gradually 
northward. 


The modern fauna of Ptitagouin is hardly 


less remarkable than that which is extinct. 
At the southern extremity of that country 
the guanacos—animals of the camel tribe 
—have a "dying place." It is a spot to 
which all of these beasts inhabiting the 
neighboring plains repair at the approach 
of death to deposit their bones. 
Darwin 


first recorded this strange instinct of theirs, 
and his observations have since boon fully 
confirmed by others. Accurately speak- 
ing, there aro several of these dying places, 
the best known being on the banks of the 
Santa Cruz and Gallegos rivers, where the 
valleys are covered with dense thickets of 
bushes and trees of stunted growth. There 
tho ground is scattered thickly with the 
bones of countless dead generations, the 
animals in most cases having crawled be- 
fore dying beneath and among the bushes. 


Among the extraordinary phenomena 


observed on the plains of Patagonia are 
storms of dragon flies. They come before 
the southwest wind which blows from the 
Interior. It is a cold wind, exceedingly 
violent. Moving ahead of such a gale are 
the dragon flies, apparently flying in dread. 
Most of them are blue In color, with here 
and there an Individual so brilliantly scar- 
let as to bo conspicuous among the others. 
They come without warning, the air to a 
height of 10 or 13 feet above the ground 
being all at once seen to be full of them, 
rushing past with astonishing velocity in 
a northeasterly direction.. Men and horses 
in their path are quickly covered with 
clinging masses of them. They an about 
twice the size of the dragon flies that are 
known elsewhere, being B or 1 inches in 
length.—New York Journal.

A SENSATIONAL BUMOB, 


It Is Said That Henry of Battenberg Wai 


Buried at Sea. 


An extraordinary story Is going tho 


round of the aristocratio clubs in London 
to the effect that the lato Princo Heury of 
Battenberg, husband of the Princess Bon- 
trice, who dlod from fever contracted while 
on the Ashantl expedition, was burlod at 
sea, and that the olaboratoobsoquios which 
took place In Whippinghnm church, on the 
Isle of Wight, were carried out over an 
empty coffin, in accordance with tho strong 
views entertained by tho quoon on tho im- 
portance of etato ceremonies for all dead 
royalties. 


Tho story Is said to liavo originated with 


some of tho crow of tho cruiser Blenheim, 
by which the body was supposed to havo 
been brought from tho coast to Plymouth, 
who doclaro that, owing to the rapid and 
frightful Inroads of the deadly fever upon 
tho frame of tho prlnoo, tho remains began 
decomposing almost Immediately after 
clenth; that It was found impossible to 
utilize tho embalming process either out- 
wardly or through the veins, and that, for 
the protection of tho hoalth of those on 
board and in further vlow of tho fact that 
there was no airtight or Zoaden oasket 
available, it was found absolutely neces- 
sary within 24 hours of the passing away 
to lower tho remains to tho doop. 


In some measure tho report finds con- 


firmation from the fact that tho lid of the 
oak casket waa not removed afior Its ar- 
rival and thut consequently no opportunity 
of looking for the last tlmo upon the face 
of tho doad was afforded either to the 
widow and her children or to the queen. 
The story has gained so wide a circulation 
that It is likely to be given publicity In 
the radical papors, and it is possible that 
a question on the subject may be asked in 
the house of commons.—Chicago Post.

Wai'dle, wlion ho remarked to her pleas- 
antly, "I wants to iimkoyonr flesh creep," 
will get it tit a show window on Fulton 
street. Tho window Is filled with a most 
remarkable array of Instruments sugges- 
tive of horrors—wars, beheadings, tor- 
tures, lifelong imprisonments and slavery 
011 tho galleys. There are suits of armor, 
apparently ponderous, old, battered hel- 
mets, rusty knightly swords, which imme- 
diately suggest to a mind that loves to 
dwell on auld lang syne: 


Thoir bones are dust: 
Thtslr good swords rust; 
Thoir HoulH arc with the saints, "wa trust. 


Then there are fotters, foot chains, with 


tho iron cannon balls attached; war hatch- 
ets, pikes, daggers, heavy keys from terri- 
ble, tyraninool prisons; poniards,soimlters, 
huadsmon's axes—everything grewiome 
that can appeal to the creepy feeling and 
bring strange thoughts to the nineteenth 
century man as ho views the collection. 


Tho attention of the writer was natu- 


rally attracted to the show as he passed 
down Fulton street one day not long ago. 
I say naturally because it is, after all, hu- 
man nature to bo attracted irresistibly by 
something "that will moke your flesh 
creep."

Geological Errors. 


The easy liability of geologists to erro- 


neous conclusions is set forth in a paper 
)y Mr. F. D. Power. He thinks it unwise 
10 assume that, because the gravel of a 
river comes from the rocks of Its water- 
sheds and there are nndisooverable any 
fragments of soft rock among the pebbles, 
no soft rock exists within that area, it be- 
ng, indeed, quite within the range of pos- 
sibility, and highly probable, that the soft 
rock was unable to hold its own among 
the harder debris, and became worn tc 
sand or silt; the supposition, too, that 
one single accompaniment is sufficient 
cause fora particular result must be qual- 
ified by tho consideration that others are 
also necessary. Again, the presence of 
nuggets in alluvial deposits was original- 
ly put down to the disintegration of aurif- 
erous veins, and, although some are no 
doubt due to this cause, yet there are 
many facts in connection with alluvial 
gold that such an origin will not account 
for, as, for example, the greater purity of 
alluvial gold over that found in the neigh- 
boring reefs—the presence, too, of large 
masses of heavy gold, not at the bottom of 
the drift, as might be expected, If rolled 
about in a stream, but within a few inch- 
es of the surface.

that has height. 
Tho whole scheme was 


laid bare to the eyes of the governor and 
bis examiners, and thereafter all mail for 
the convicts was subjected to more crucial 
testa than this one had been, and we knew 
how it happened that we had previously 
lost one of the moat desperate criminals 
ever within jail walls."—at. Louis Globe-
